The fourth annual conference on educational 
and vocational guidance, in conjunction with the 
third annual conference of New York State 
public school counselors, will be held in Slocum 
Hall, Syracuse University, Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, July 20th, 21st and 22d.

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Early Newspaper Tells of 
Albany School of 1760 


Information regarding a school which was 
established in Albany in 1760 is contained in 
an advertisement printed in the (Albany) New 
York Gazetteer of February 24, 1783, in the 
files of the New York State Library. The 
interesting historical data regarding subjects 
taught and tuition charged were discovered by 


Joseph Gavit, Acting Director of the State 


Library. The notice reads 


\lbany, February 24, 1783 
To the Public, 

Your old servant, who has taught school 
this City near 22 years (since Anno 1760) 
desires to return his most sincere and hearty 
thanks to all those Gentlemen & Ladies who

1938 Mental Measurements Yearbook. Oscar K. Buros, 
ed New Brunswick Rutgers University Press 
1938. p. xvi+ 415. $3 


The present volume is the fourth in a series 
of test bibliographies begun by Doctor Buros 
and the School of Education of Rutgers Uni- 
versity in 1935 with a pamphlet entitled Educa- 
tional, Psychological and Personality Tests of 
1933 and 1934. This volume is much enlarged 
in scope and usefulness. The term “ mental 
measurements” is used as a generic term to 
cover all types of tests. The volume includes 
critical evaluations by a host of competent 
reviewers of “practically all pencil-and-paper 
tests published as separates in the United States 
and the British Empire in 1937 and the first 
four months of 1938." This should make it 
practically indispensable to busy school adminis- 
trators, supervisors or teachers who wish to 
select good tests without having to learn from 
painful experience with poor ones. Widely used 
tests are evaluated by several reviewers, so that 
selection of tests may be made with the assist- 
ance of impartial and expert judgment. The 
section on tests comprises about half the volume 
and includes attitude and trait ratings, record 
and report forms for guidance, computational 
devices, as well as ability and achievement tests. 
The material is well arranged, easily found, and 
gives complete information regarding pub- 
lishers, prices and forms, as well as critical

In reference to Child Health Day, United

Studebaker said: 

The improvement or maintenance of health 
is, or should be, a day-in, day-out endeavor and 
we are approaching a time when it will be so 
considered by all schools. Health has already 
been called the first objective of education. 
However, to date, we have often done those 
things we should not have done and we have 
left undone those things we should have done; 
our health conditions are sometimes faulty and 
our health activities inadequate. Where this is 
the case May Day serves as a time for good 
resolutions and for a fresh start. 

In advance—in April or earlier — we may 
well make an inventory and if need be, lay 
plans for procedures which can be given pub- 
licity on May Ist. Such a survey of conditions 
and activities affecting health and safety can 
be made by school officials or under the direc- 
tion of those in special charge of such condi- 
tions and activities.

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Former New York City 
Superintendent of Schools Dies 


Dr William J. O'Shea, superintendent of 
schools of New York City from 1924 until his 
retirement in 1934, died on January 16th at his 
home in New York City. He was 75 years old. 
Beginning his public school service as a New 
York City teacher in 1887, Doctor O'Shea be- 
came principal in 1896, district superintendent 
in 1906, and associate superintendent in 1918 
He had been decorated Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor by France and Chevalier of the Order 
of the Crown by Belgium. Upon his retire 
ment as superintendent of schools the New York 
\cademy of Public Education conferred upon 
him its medal “ for distinguished service in the 
field of education.” 

\ resolution in honor of the late Doctor 
O'Shea adopted by the New York City board 
of education on January 25th reads in part as 
follows: 

The great progress made by the schools 
during the period from 1924 to 1934 was made 
under the leadership of Doctor O'Shea. The 
period was marked by the growth of the 
secondary schools, the extension of educational 
service in many fields and the maintenance otf 
standards notwithstanding the economic depres- 
sion. . . He administered the affairs of the 
school system wisely and with a sure hand. He 
had a thorough understanding of the problems 
involved, and always knew what was best for 
the children and for the teachers. Parents 
admired and respected him, and he brought 
about a closer relationship between the home 
and the school. . . What he did for the sch ols 
and for the teaching profession will be of 
lasting benefit. The city and the State have 
suffered an irreparable loss. He was a great 
teacher and a fine gentleman
